Claims 1-3 pending in the instant application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
1 . Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's Informational Disclosure Statement (IDS), 
submitted June 21, 2003, which is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. 
Accordingly, the IDS has been considered by the Examiner and entered of record in the file. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3, Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Vaillancourt et al., 
US 6,624,160 B2, filed March 15, 2001. 
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Vaillancourt et al teach 4-(3-Bromo-4-fluorobenzyl)morpholine as an intermediate, 
please refer to Preparation 7, column 32. Vaillancourt et al teach l-(2-Fluoro-5-(4- 
morpholinylmethyl)phenyl)ethanone as second intermediate, please refer to Preparation 8, 
column 32. Vaillancourt et al also teach ethyl 3-(2-fluoro-5-(4-morpholinylmethyl)phenyl)-3- 
oxopropanoate as an intermediate, please refer to Preparation 9, column 33. 

The applied reference has a common Assignee (Pharmacia & Upjohn Co.) with the 
instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, and the 
earlier priority date (filing date of the provisional application 60/191,291), it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was 
derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131.
